I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year,  1956. 

The  Birth  Rate  remains  at  the  same  level  and  is  still 
lower  than  the  Rate  for  the  rest  of  the  County. 

The  Death  Rate  showed  a  slight  drop  and  is  2-J-  points 
lower  than  that  for  the  County  as  a  whole.  Of  the  total L 
of  66  deaths  4$  were  due  to  Heart  and  Allied  Diseases  andi 
Cancer. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was'  again  most  satisfactoi' 
in  that  there  were  no  deaths  in  this  group.  The  Rate  for: 
England  and  Wales  was  23*6. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Town  in  November’ 
and  X-rayed  1,566  persons.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report: 
that  no  cases  of  Active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  iras 
discovered.  Two  inactive  ones  were  discovered  as  also 

were  two  cases  of  Non-Tuberculosis  conditions.

There  is  no  doubt  that  X-ray  of  tho  Chest  as  frequently 
as  possible  is  one  jof  our  great  weapons  in  the  fight  aga 
T.B,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  at  a  not  too  distant ’ date : 
it  will  be  made  available  annually  to  everyone  * 


The  Introduction  during  the  year  of  vaccination  against 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis  was  a  .great  step  forward  in  the 
prevention  of  this  disease.  Unfortunately  the  supplies 
of  vaccine  were  very  limited  and  only  a  small  proportion 
of  the  children  registered  were  able  to  take  advantage 
of  the  new  measure.  We  are  promised  large  and  more 
regular  supplies  in  1957. 

I  would  like  to  record  another  year  of  pleasant 
co-operation  with  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Hall  your  Surveyor 
and  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Hop kin,  and  their  staffs.

1.  LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  bacteriological  work  of  the  District  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  ,  Northampton. 
Samples  of  Water  and  Sewage  for  chemical  analysis  were  sent, 
in  the  cases  of  water  to  the  Analyst,  Bucks  Water  Board, 
and  in  the  case  of  sewage  to  the  Analyst,  Great  Ouse 
River  Board. 

2.  AMBULANCE  SERVICES.

The  Water  Supply  sources  of  the  Council  at  Caidecote 
and  Ash  Kill  have  been  maintained  during  the  year,  and  a 
limited  quantity  has  been  drawn  from  the  supply  of  the 
Bucks  Water  Board.  By  using  their  water  resources  to  the 
full  the  Council  have  a  total  quantity  of  water  available 
which  exceeds  3^0,000  gallons  per  day*  The  peak  daily 
demand  has  never  exceeded  175 <>  000  and  the  average  demand 
is  in  the  region  of  151,000  G.  P.  D.

The  disposal  of  sewage  sludge  has  presented  no 
difficulty  during  the  year. 

There  would  appear  to  be  considerable  infiltration 
of  surface  and  ground  water  into  the  Sewerage  System 
particularly  during  wot  weather  periods*  Examination 
of  the  Sewers  at  two  sites  (  High  Street  and  Caldecote 
Stpeet/Station  Road  Junction)  indicates  that  the  cement 
mortar  joints  to  the  glazed  pipes  has  perished  and  the 
joints  are  porous*  This  results  in  increased  pumping 
during  the  periods  when  the  ground  water  is  at  high 
level* 

The  western  end  of  the  town  (Wolverton  Road  district) 
continues  to  be  the  area  favoured  for  residential 
development.  The  Manor  Road  Estate  development  is 
proceeding  and  other  residential  sites  (Foxgate  Piece, 
Acme  Development  Estate,  Linford  Lane  and  several  smaller 
areas  in  the  district  have  boon  approved  for  housing 
purposes).

Inspections  under  the  food  Hygiene  Regulations  have 
proceeded  during  the  year  and  in  practically  every  case

7.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949, 
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The  Council  have  retained  membership  of  the  North 
Bucks  Area  Rodent  Committee,  and  during  the  year  a  total  of 
539  properties  were  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  rat  and 
mice  infestation.  Of  this  number  496  were  visits  to 
dwelling  house  property  and  the  remainder  to  buisness, 
agricultural  and  Local  Authority  Premises. 

70  properties  were  found  to  have  some  infestation  by 
rats  and  were  treated.  Mice  were  dealt  with  at  2 
properties.  Treatment  to  dwelling  house  property  is 
*  a  free  service  undertaken  b  the  Council. 


Sewer  inspections  were  made,  and  test  baiting  and 
maintenance  treatment  carried  out  as  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food.
